DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1 1-14 and 17-19 are allowed. Independent Claim 1 1 has been amended so as to 
teach that the overlap area between the valve shaft and valve plate constitutes an Ag-base alloy, 
and/or a Ni-base alloy, and/or a Cu-base alloy. Such limitations are sufficient to overcome the 
prior art reference of both Baur et al. (6,868,814) and Koike et al. (5,076,866) and thus merits an 
inventive step. Baur teaches an overlap area in between a valve shaft and valve plate consisting 
of molybdenum so as to not create a diffusion layer between the two connected components. 
Koike teaches an overlap area between a valve shaft and valve plate composed of plastically 
worked aluminum. Claims 12-14, 17-19 are allowed from dependency upon Claim 11. 

Conclusion 

2. After a subsequent search, the prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Rich (2,037,340) discloses a valve plate cast on to a valve 
shaft with undercuts.
